The cable dispatch that Russia has a force of 283,000 men 


in the.Far East arthe present time "and tfcat fifty thousand more ' 
are on the way constitutes a startling piece ofyintelligence. 


_In addition to these troops Russia has about two and one half 


million mate subjects in Eastern Siberia who are liable for service 
in the army in case of war. With this vast force, splendid fortifi- 
cations in disputed Manchuria, a marvellous railway operating from 
5t Petersburg to Manchuria, and 4 big fleet at Port Arthur it is 
but little wonder" that Russia should say "officiaHy>rthatthe Man- 
churian question is now-a settled matter and that the point in 
dispute is Korea. Russia has an army in Siberiq, equal to the one 
stationed there at the close of the Boxer war. Instead of with- 
drawing trem Manchuria after the close of the Boxer struggle she 
remained and now practically announces that she is there to stay. 


The great army of Viceroy Alexieff has been moved from 


European Russia over a distance of about six thousand miles. This 
great coup has been accomplished solely through the Trans-Siberian 
railway,—aajundertaking that thirteen years ago existed only in 
the minds of Russian engineers. If the Trans-Siberian Railway war 
privately owned, and Bussm had been obliged to pay for tie trans- 
wrt of these soldiers, their supplies, horses, munitions of war, and 
all of the incidentals which have to be moved with a great army, 
it would have cost the treasury the gigantic sum of twenty-five 
million dollars. 


The map shows the route of the railway and the great stretch 


of .country surrounding it and also a large portion of China, called 
Mongolia. It is this latter territory that Russia really wants. At 
the present time her troops in Manchuria, Siberia, and Turkestan 
entirely surround Mongolia on three sides. At any time that VicCr 
roy Alexieff has any difficulty with China he can- send his hordes of 
Cossacks into Mongolia and as that countryls so well shut out from 
other foreign powers-it would 'tie months before the rest of the 
civilized world would learn that Russia had gobbled it up.

CENTRAL AMERICA AGAIN 


ON THE VERGE OF WAR 


PANAMA, Oct. 14.—The republics- of Guatemala and Nicaragua 


have combined for and are making preparations for a war on Sal- 
vador and Honduras.

A plan to invade San Salvador has been under consideration 


for some time by President Manuel Estrada Cabrera of .Guatemala, 
who in pursuit of this idea endeavored to enlist the aid of the Hon- 
durean Government in war. Honduras lies on the south and east 
of San Salvador and Guatemala on the north, and an expedition 
'rom each of these countries would catch San Salvador between 
two fires and place the republic in an interesting predicament 


According to the plans it was intended that Guatemala was to ' 


lave moved OB San Salvador at the close of the rainy season, which 
would have made the date for the move some time tbn month. 
However, the contemplated combine with Honduras appears to have 
alien through owing to the refusal of the President of that republic

gogues, Jumped their plantation Jobs 
and sought employment in town; .the? 
negroes were failures and many have 
turned out to be criminals; of ithtf 
Porto Rlcans, the majority are now-, 
in the fields but are less satisfactory^ 
laborers than the Japanese. Further! 
experiments are being made with white; 
men In the hope that the right sort 
may be found; but If not the planta- 
tions must turn to Asiatics as a mat- 
ter, not of race preference but of self-< 
preservation. As for the government 
It prefers to fill the country up wltbj 
American citizens and we can assure' 
the Federation of Labor that if it;

To-His Excellency Sanford R Dole, 
Govera.or,.^Territory of Hawaii 


Sir: In reference to the letter of Col. 
'John McClellan, -commanding the Ai> 
tillery corps stationed at Honolulu, 
.referredjo me by yojupself; in which 
he compfains of Injustice done to three 
soldiers,^to:wit:"-Buckley, Basher and 
Nerney, ojt his command, I would state: 
that the three men were arrested^ 
charged with burglary, and. held in the 
District Court for .the action of -the 
grand jury.. By the gran*. Jury they 
•were indicted'and when brought for 
trial the jury were instructed to acquit 
them" by Judge Gear, owing to the fact 
that the Judge held that the crime .of 
burglary In this Territory only existed 
whea property over! the value of *60 
was stolen,'and that a man who broke 
Info a building and stole lew.conld not 
be convicted of burglary. The prose- 
cuting department having no appeal 
from .auch a decision, the men. were 
discharged but were rearrested', and 
are now .charged, as I understand It, 
with petty larceny. As to the fact of 
their rearrest, aad the complaints 
made by the Colonel te his. letter, t 
would state that the officer who arrest- 
ed them, Henry Van Gtesen, approach- 
ed me in the court room, while the 
Judge was giving his decision, and told 
roe he had a warrant for the rearrest 
of the men. I told him that if that 
wr,s so, he must wait until the men 
had left th* court bouse.
